2. In the Law Officers (Conditions of Service) Rules, 
1972, in the Explanation to clause (c) of rule 6, the follow- 
ing shall be inserted at the end, namely : — 

“Provided that for the purpose of this Explanation, 
‘Law Officer' does not include a Law Officer 
holding such office on (he date of commencement 
of the Law Officers (Conditions of Service) Amend- 
ment Rules, 1977”. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Law Officers (Conditions of Service) Rules, 1972 
regulate the remuneration and duties of the Attorney General 
for India, Solicitor General for India and the Additional 
Solicitor General for India. These Rules were amended in 
September, 1977 vide Notification No. G.S.R. 1319 dated 
12th September, 1977 providing among other things that 
if two or more cases involving substantially identical 
questions are heard together with common arguments, a 
Law Officer shall be entitled to only one fee as for a single 
case. These amendments came into force with effect from 
the 8th October 1977 i.e. (he date on which these amend- 
ments were notified in ihc Gazette. 

The Law Officers who were in position on that date have 
represented that the above amendments in the Rules is 
unfavourable to them and cannot be applied to them with- 
out their consent. It has accordingly been decided that this 
particular amendment may not be made applicable to the 
present Law Officers who were in position on (he 8th 
October, 1977 and it has therefore become necessary to 
give retrospective effect to the present amendment, It is 
certified that the interest of no one will be prejudicially 
effected by the retrospective amendment.

G.S.ft. 310 .— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to Group *C’ Post of Statistical Assistant/Economic Investigator in the Staff Selection 
Commission, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement (1) These rules may be called the Staff Selection Commission (Group ‘C’ Post of Statistical 
Assistant/Economic Invesitgator) Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of pay The number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications ' The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications 

and other matters connected therewith shall he as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification No person, — 

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicabe Ito such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other gorounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

3. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or post. 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules ahall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduice Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1, These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler 

( Amendment) Regulations, 1978. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950, in regulation 
360, for clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“(b) Where pipes are butt welded together such welds 
shall be effectively stress relieved only when a wall 
thickness exceeds 20 mm or carbon content of the 
material exceeds 0.25 per cent or pipes are made of 
alloy steel in accordance with the following : — 


(i) For carbon steel, a stress relieving heat treatment 
shall be performed by heating the part t 0 at 
least 600 20 “C 

When required by the characteristics of the mate- 
rial, dilferent temperatures may be necessary to 
obtain proper stress-relieving. The part to be 
stress-relieved shall be brought slowly up to the 
specified temperature and held at that temperature 
for a period proportionate on the basis of at 
least 2-1/2 minutes per millimeter of the maxi- 
mum thickness of the part (approximately one 
hour per twenty five millimeter of thickness) and 
shall be left to cool in the furnace to a temperature 
which, for parts with thickness greater than 20 
millimeter does not exceed 400°C. After withdra- 
wal from the furnace, the part shall be allowed 
to cool in a still atmosphere. 

A temperature-time diagram of the stress-relieving pro- 
cess shall be provided when the Inspecting Authority requi- 
res it. 

(2) For alloy steel a stress-relieving heat treatment shall 
lie carried out on the basis of the composition of the alloy 
as shown in the table below : —

Heat treatment shall be carried out by one of the fol- 
lowing methods : 

(i) Local heating using a portable muffle induction coiles,

The use of procedures that do not 
provide adequate control for this purpose, such as 
manual operation of gas torches is not permissible.

The temperature shall be measured by thermo 
couples pinned, welded or otherwise, suitably at- 
tached to the surface of the pipe and, where neces- 
sary, protectel from flame impingement.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in partial supersession of 
the Department of Agriculture, Joint Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner (Animal Husbandry Division) Recruitment Rules, 1971 
in so far as (bey relate to the post of Deputy Commissioner, Cattle Development/Deputy Commissioner (Intensive Cattle Development 
Project) the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Deputy Commissioner (Inten- 
sive Cattle Development Programme/Cattlc Devclopmenl/Hcrd Book) in the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation (Department of 
Agriculture), namely : — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Department of Agriculture Deputy Commissioner (Jnstensive 
Cattle Development Programmo/Cattlc Development, /Herd Book) Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of the posts, its classification and scale of pay.— The number of said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached 

thereto shall be. as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in columns 3 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct recruitment in column 6 of the Schedule may be relaxed in the case of candi- 

dates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes or other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time. 
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4. Disqualifications. — No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
persons and the other party to (he marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 

rule. 

5. Power to relax. — -Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions ol these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

G.S.R. 520.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of the 
Department of Agriculture Deputy Commissioner (Fertiliser), Recruitment Rules, 1977, the President hereby makes the following rules

1. Short title and commencement :— (l) These rules may be called the Department of Agriculture Deputy Commissioner (Ferti- 
liser) Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay The number of the said posts, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post, shall be as specified in column 5 to 13 ol' the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the Personal Law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule 

5. Power to relax ; — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to b» provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S.R. — 5,17.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Accountant in the Ministry of Petroleum, Chemicals and Fertilizers 
(Department of Chemicals and Fertilizers), namely : — - 

1. Short Title and Commencement:— (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Petroleum, Chemicals and Fertilizers (Department 
■of Chemicals and Fertilizers), Accountant Recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of Post, classification and scale of pay The number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc: — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit qualifications and other 
matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications: — No person, — • 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion (hat it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Umcn Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued hy the Centra J Gctejnr ert 
front time to time in this regard.
